The following items discussed at the CIIB meeting on 6 January 68 
are published for staff cognizance and appropriate action as indicated. 
This memorandum is not designed to provide a complete description of 
the projects assigned, nor all the background covered at the meeting. 
Rather, its purpose is. to serve as a reminder to facilitate staff coordin- 
ation. Action should reference this memorandum and paragraph below: 


a. During discussions concerning threat to Khe Sanh, a question on 
the adequacy of the defenses at the CIDG camp at Lang Vei was brought 
up. COMUSMACV requested that CG, III MAF be queried as to the 
adequacy of defensive preparations at the camp. (ACTION. J-3.

b. ..COMUSMACV requested that 7AF coordinate with 1 st MAW to 
determine if latter has adequate air delivered munitions on hand for possi- 
ble Khe Sanh emergency operations.
